Th.e Jesuit fathers to Leavs Cone- . 
wag-o. 


By agreement of the authorities of the 


Catholic Church, Conewago Chapel will 
in the near future pa&s from under the 
charge of the Society of Jesus to the 
charge of tlia Bishop of Harrisburg. 
Thus, after having charge of this field as 
missionary laborers for more than 170 
years, Jesuits will relinquish the work. 


The Jesuits came to Conewago ia 1730 


and established a mission, which in time 
became the parent of the Catholic Church- 
es now located in the territory covering 
many miles around. The churches at 
Carlisle, Chambersbnrg, York, Paradise, 
LittlestOAvn, Gettysburg, New Oxford, 
Hanover, Hagerstown and at points in 
Pennsylvania as far west as Cambria 
and Westmoreland Counties, were estab- 
lished by the Jesuit Fathers. The older 
members of the church are greatly atach- 
ed to the Jesuit priests, because clergy- 
man of this Order baptized and married 
them and ministered to them in spiritual 
things for many years and sincere is their 
regret to l^arn of the change. 


The transfer is likely to be maf3e in 


about a month. Tne farms which are 
owned by the Society of Jesus in the 
vicinity of Conewago, will be retained 
by the Socity, while the land immediately 
surrounding the chapel will go to the 
Bishop for church purposes.
